A Food Policy. 


Mr. Runciman’s statement in the House 
of Commons yesterday announces a par- 
tial, and foreshadows a complete, revolu- 
tion in the most intimate concern of the 
people of these islands—their food. The 
strain of the war next year will fall pri- 
marily on food supplies. It may be very 
severe in our own case—" tragic” was Mr. 
Runciman's forbidding word—but we have 
the consolation of knowing that it will be. 
felt far more bitterly in Germany and 
Austria. How the enemy , propose to 
make themselves ready for the ordeal we 
have just learned. The whole population 
of the German Empire—man, woman, and 
child—are to be put under the orders of an 
iron discipline. Every person between 
the ages of sixteen and sixty is to be mobi- 
lised for war purposes by a central 
organisation known as the “Office for 
War.” Under this there will be a depart- 
ment for feeding the population engaged 
on war work, and another department for 
feeding the drones—old and infirm, young 
children, and non-working mothers—with 
as much, if any, of the food supply as may 
population have been satisfied. We are a 
very long way yet from anything at all 
comparable with that situation; but we 
cannot, conduct war against an enemy who 
has accepted it without some regulation of 
our own haphazard way of life. We are 
an island nation, dependent for the vast 
bulk of our food supplies on an overseas

Mr. Runciman insists that at all costs,

» Or may not, be used; for example, 
whole milk must not be fed to pigs. It 
will control the manufacture of certain 
articles of food. One item in this regula- 
tion will affect every household in the 
land. The forecast that the baking of 
white. flour bread would be prohibited is 
justified by.the event. We shall shortly 
be introduced to “war bread,” the exact 
constituents of which Mr. Runciman did 
not state, though he estimated that its 
introduction would increase the yield of 
flour by eight and a half per cent. Another 
regulation, the effects of which are not yet 
clear, will provide for the sale and distri- 
bution of certain articles. Power will be 
taken to fix such ‘mazimum prices on 
articles produced in the country—not on 
imported articles, since that might tend to 
restrict the supply—as will make the 
priee reasonably dependent on the cost of 
production, without disturbing the sources 
of supply. It is quite clear, as Sir 
Edward Carson said, that these powers, 
drastic as they are if they are fully exer- 
cised, must be only a beginning. Indeed, 
the Board of Trade has already prepared 
a report, to be issued to-day, concerning 
articles of food which can, with the least 
inconvenience, be dispensed with, and 
action will, doubtless, be taken upon this 
report. - 

We share Sir Edward Carson's disap- 
pointment with Mr, Runciman's statement 
in so far as the most important aspect of 
food policy is concerned. He tells 
us. that in the coming season we shall 
depend to a large extent upon Australia 
for our wheat supplies. The Government 
has bought a large block of the Australian 
crop, and is buying more. Its utilisation 
is, of course, dependent on transport. The 
Government has requisitioned a great 
quantity of tonnage to carry it, and has 
augmented that tonnage by the charter of 
neutral vessels—at a “gigantic” freight. 
It is the most disappointing feature of 
Mr. Runciman’s statement that, while he 
announces that at “ gigantic’ expense 
ships are being sent to bring us food from 
the other end of the world, he has very 
little to say about the policy which, if it 
had been adopted in time, would have 
solved all our problems—increased home 
production. Mr. Runciman tells us that 
everything is being done to stimulate home 
production in the coming season, Frankly, 
we do not believe it for a moment. He 


talked, on fhe one hand, about the 
shortage of agricultural labour, and, on 
the other; about assisting France and 
Italy. France at this moment is infinitely 
“better off in the matter of food supplies 
than we ate. With her territory deeply 
invaded, with her man-power fully mobi- 
lised from the outset, with her farm labour 
left almost entirely in the hands of.women 
atid children, the cost of living is cheaper 
in France to-day than it is in these islands. 
Tt is possible now to live at ffst-lass 
hotels in France for six or seven shillings 
a day. In Ireland we must pay nearly 
‘twice as much, and in England a great 
deal more. The difference consists in the 
fact that in France the commune feeds the 
commune, but in these islands the parish 
does not feed the parish. What Franve 
does we can do, and it is the Government's 
usiness to see it done. In the meantime 
we welcome the steps which it has taken, 
and the more drastic steps which it pro- 
mises, ‘not merely for the reason that they 
are urgently necessary to the: conservation 
of the food supply. We welcome them 
also because, as nothjng else could do, 
they will serve to bring the war home to 
that great mass of the Irish people which 
is still utterly remote from it. When the 
“war loaf” makes its appearance on our 
tables we shall, perhaps, begin to realise 
that we have a vital interest in the war.

Germany’s Latest Crime. 


The wholesale deportation of  in- 
habitants of a conquered country 
ceased to be a practice of civilised 
warfare before the dawn of the Christian 
Era. The Germans have now revived it 
in Belgium: kultwur, at bay, has fallen 
back upon methods of Nebuchadnezzar 
and erib. A reign of terror pre- 
vails in Belgium. Men of all ages are 
being dragged from their homes, packed 
into cattle-waggons, and despatched to un- 
known destinations in Germany. More than 
30,000 have been deported from the district 
of Antwerp. Tournai, Ghent, and Alost are 
being cleared of their civilian population 
of men and boys. General von Bissing, the 
German Governor-General of Belgium, 
defends the atrocity with a series of ex- 
cuses—every new one more false and feeble 
than its fore-ranner. He said at ‘first 
that only unemployed Belgians were being 
put to work in their own country. He 
had to admit afterwards that thousands 
of Belgians were being deported to Ger- 
many, but he pretended that, if kept at 
home, they would be a danger to public 
order and a burden on public funds. These 
miserable excuses have been torn to pieces 
before .the world by the heroic Cardinal 
Mercier, who is to-day the noblest figure 
in all the Christian Churches. No fear 
of danger to himself or of causing em- 
barrassment. to the ecclesiastical dip- 
lomatists has made,him forgetful of his 
duty to his flock and to human liberty. He 
has told General von Bissing that the un- 
employed made no demands on official 
charity, that it is the merciless German 
levies in money and kind which have 
reduced Belgium to poverty. The 
Cardinal recalls the written assurance of 
the Military Governor of Antwerp (after- 
wards confirmed by Marshal von der 
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even if the Pope were m | , 
his protest would have much effect at 
Berlin. The United States Government 
has instructed its envoy at Berlin to in- 
form the Imperial Chancellor that the 
deportations “cannot but have a most 
unfortunate effect on neutral opinion, par- 
‘ticularly in the United “States.” We 
‘know ‘too well, however, the measure of 
respect which Germany gives to neutral 
‘opinion, “particularly in the United 
States.” It is only the armed might of 
the Allies that can punish these outrages 
on humanity and law, and it must be such 
a punishment as will proclaim eternal 
justice in the ear of civilisation until the 
end of time. If the British Fleet had 
not held the seas, similar deportations 
would have been enacted long ago in Ire- 
land. We offer the thought to the 160,000 
able-bodied Irishmen who are too lazy or 
too selfish to strike a blow for the violated 
hearths of Belgium. 


Teachers Wanted. 


For a number of years past we have 
heard expressions of anxiety concerning 
the supply of teachers for the primary 
schools of Ireland. Hitherto the shortage 
of male candidates. for training has been 
chiefly remarked. One immediate cause 
of this shortage is the claims of the 
war. Other reasons must be sought 


female. students in trainings The 
governors of the Church of Ireland Train- 
ing College, in their annual report, say 
that they have noted with concern that, 
for the first time for more than a quarter 
of a century, there has not been a suffi- 
cient number of women candidates to fill 
the vacant places. Applicants were 
humerous, but the number of those who 
passed the qualifying examinations was 
so small that ten places available in the 
College had to be left unfilled. In other 
words, women of the right standard are 
not being attracted to teaching. When it 
shows itself so markedly as in the 
past years experience at the Kildare 
street College, this state of affairs de- 
mands serious attention. It is certainly not 
true that fewer Protestant girls are seek- 
ing avenues of employment. For girls 
of the class and ability required in 
teachers other forms of work seein now to 
offer greater attraction. It is manifestly 
undesirable that the standard hitherto set 
in the qualifying examinations should be 
lowered. The alternative is to increase 
the inducements, and, as it is hardly 
likely that the shortage now noted is only 
a temporary matter, it is not too soon to 
consider. how the proper class of candi- 
date is to be attracted in greater num- 
bers. The outlook for education in 
Church of Ireland schoolé will be dark, the 
governors of the Kildare street College 
think, “if steps cannot be taken through- 
out the country to prepare those who de- 
sire to enter the College with sufficient 
care to Piable them to satisfy the require- 
ments of the National Board.”

The Government has had reprinted the 
Registration of Business Names Bill, with 
amendments, as proposed. by the Board of 
Trade.

Sir Douglas Haig announces to-day that 
all our gains north of the Ancre have been 
consolidated.

There is 
no doubt that the Germans have lost very 
heavily. Our haul of prisoners already 
approximates six thousand. I believe, 
too, from what I hear, that the percentage 
of dead among the enemy was excep- 
tionally high, and that accounts for the 
German admission of very i losses.

The number of students in residence during the 
session was 1355. Of these 116 were women. 

Notwithstanding the difficulties with which the 
College had been faced. it had been possible, by 
practising rigid economy, to avoid clusing the 
accounte with an adverse balance. 


THE ARCHBISHOP’S ADDRESS. 

The Archbishop of Dublin said that the first 
thing that the manager of the College ought to 
say, and certainly the first thing he would like 
to say, was to express the thankfulness of those 
present that they had the Principal back again 
with them safe and sound, (Appiause.) Canon 
Moore had had a severe illness; but, if one 
might judge from look, although not a medical 
man, he was now very well. (Hear, hear.) 
It was no light thing to be able to say that, 
during the long illmess of the Principal, the 
work of the College had been carried on 
smoothly, and the thanks of the Governors 
and of others who were interested in the Col- 
lege were due to,the staff, who had so cordially 
taken up the additional duties that fell upon 
them, and to the students who had co-operated, 
so that everything had gone on as it would have 
had Principal Moore been there. That was a 
tribute, not only to his organisation, but to 
the loyalty of the staff and of the students. 
The most important paragraph of the report 
deal; with finance. For many years the Col- 
lege had been receiving from public sources 
what was called the “ Free Home Grant,”’ and 
the money had been spent largely on buildings. 
But that grant would come to an end in a few 
years’ time. It was a considerable sum, and 
it would be no easy matter to make both 
ends meet when that grant ceased. There was 
now need of the utmost economy in the ad- 


|) ministration of the money entrusted to the 


Governors. It would be impossible to take on 
any expenditure of much account, and, if the 
Governors were to do their duty by their staff, 
it would be necessary to organise a pension 
scheme. That would take money. Although 
they looked forward to the future with 
courage, they did not look without anxiety, 
because there was no doubt that, in the near 
future, the sums of money contributed to Trish 
education from public sources would be largely 
decreased. Of course, a College like that had 
a claim upon the whole Church, and the whole 
Church owed it a good deal. It supplied 
teachers for the four provinces of Ireland, and 
it hoped te continue to do so. He did not 
think it would be possible to over-estimate 
the influence of the teachers who had beén 
trained there in imspiring the children whom 
they afterwards taught with loyalty, with 
charity, and with Christian principles. It was 
known that none of the College’s former pupils 
had been concerned in the unhappy rebellion of 
Easter week. (Applause.) There was a shortage 
of men students, also of women students of 
late. The shortage of men students was due 
in considerable measure to the pressure of the 
war. The young men who would naturally 
have come there to be trained had felt that 
their duty lay elsewhere. He believed that they 
were iight, and some of those who had been 
trained there had paid the last price. One 
whose name was familiar in the walls of the 
College was mentioned in the report (Second 
Lieutenant F. H. Henley). As to the future 
of the schools which were carried on in connec. 
tion with the Training College, you could not 
train students satisfactorily unless you had 
large schools in which to exercise them, and 
where new methods could be illustrated and 
old methods improved. The College had good 
schools, but for a variety of reasons—which 
certainly did not imelude any deficiency in the 
teaching—the number, particularly in the boys’ 
schools, was not as large as it ought to be, 
an? some of the Governors had n thinking 
this it would be a good matter, not only for 
the Training College, but for the Church as a 
whole, if there could be attracted to the Kil- 
dare street place Schools some children who 
at present attended other schools in the city. 
They did not want to poach. But they thought 
that there were too many schools in Dublin, 
and that, if they could come to a friendly 
arrangement with the managers of some other 
schools carried on under Church of Ireland 
auspices, that their boys should in future come 
to Kildare place, they should not only increase 
their numbers, but they could make the teach- 
ing of the College more efficient and more 
serviceable forthe purpose. He hoped that 
they might be able to persuade some manager 
to be so self-denying as to give them some 
or all of his boys, and he did not think that 
such manager would find that the education 
the College school gave was inferior to the 
education his own school provided. The point 
was that the Governors were doing what in 
them lay for the training of the teachers of 
the whole Church. The report referred to 
the difficulties due to the paucity of students 
in training. Those were temporary, and he 
hoped that they would pass. He had said 
something about the financial difficulties. They, 
too, would removed, provided that the 
Governors were content to be branded as par- 
simonious, and provided also that the public 
of Dublin recognised the claims of the College 
more handsomely in the days to come. (Ap- 
plause. )

THE MOST URGENT NEED. 

They would have te get back into the 
shipbuilding industry a larger number of 
men, and they must provide for these men 
being put to the best use.

If there was to be # comparative shortage of 
ekilled engineers for a time in some branches of 
the Army, he thought they would be put to the 
best use if they were turning out vessels and 
engines which would add to the merchant navies 
of the Allies. 

MEETING THE STEEL SHORTAGE, 

In regard to material, the total amount of 
steel available in the United Kingdom 
was less now than in normal times. He hoped, 
in co uence of steps which had been taken 
by the Minister of Munitions, that by the be- 
ginning of next year the shortage would en- 
tirely disappear, and that we should be able, 
not only to supply our own requirements, but 
should able to do something to supply the 
requirements of others, 

MEANS TO REDUCE CONSUMPTION. 

Passing to the question of the limitation of 
consumption, Mr. Runciman said it was a re- 
markabie fact that as prices increased the con- 
sumption in thé United Kingdom went up. It 
wes true high prices had seriously affected 
people with fixed limited incomes. The Old 
Age Pensioners suffered worst. 

But, speaking generally, consumption ap- 
peared to gó up, and did not seem likely 
to go down because of high prices. If this 
state of things continued the Government 
might be compelied to take arbitrary means 
te bring it down, 

The Sugar Commission had already done 
something, but more would have to be done to 
reduce the consumption. “One of the things 
which must strike any one who went about 
the populous districts was the enormous num- 
ber of sweet shops. As the consumption of 
liquor had gone down, the consumption of 
Sweets had gone up,wand when one saw the ex- 
travagant prices asked for sweets in the West 
End, the Reuss would agree that there was 
still very serious waste. He was not speaking 
from the point of view of the Chancellor of the 
Exchequer, He was thinking of tonnage. The 
Sugar brought to this country was brought by 
long voyages, occupying tonnage required for 
ether articles of food. ! 

DISPENSABLE FOOD. 

The Board of Trade had been endeavour- 
ing to ascertain which articles of food could 
be dispensed with with the least incon- 
venience, and on that subject a very in- 
teresting report had been prepared, copies 
of which he intended to circulate in the 
Parliamentary papers in the morning.

Passing to the question of the shortage of 
otatoes, Mr. Runciman said he was lad to

The total average daily 
consumption in a norma! year was roughly just 
over half a pound per head, man, woman, and 
childten, in the United Kingdom. ‘A great 
many of the well-to-do did not consume any- 
thing like that quantity, but it showed how 
necessary the potato was as part of the food ot 
the poor. e only way in which they could 

thésé food problems was by everybody 

economising. (Cheers.) Economy must be 
Sxercised in every direction. If there was not 
enough of certain commodities to go round, 
there were only two ways of making them go 
round—¢ither by the detestable method of food 
tickets or by voluntary organisation. 
STOPPING THE DRAIN. 

By some means or other the drain on the 
potato supply would have to be stopped. 

He did not think it would be sible to 
allow potatoes to be used so largely for the 
feeding of animals. The best ‘keeping sorts 
must kept for human beings, while those 
that would not keep should be consumed as 
rapidly as possible. We must encourage im- 
portation from the Channel Islands and else- 
where. The Board of Agriculture was doing 
what it could to encourage the cultivation of 
potatoes in the warm counties of England. If 
all these voluntary organisations failed 
the Government would have to take more drastic 
measures, and take them in good time. 
(Cheers. ) 

FOOD CONTROL.

WINTER CLOTHING FOR POOR 
CHILDREN. 
TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 
Sin,—lt is again my privilege to appeal on 
behalf of the poor children who attend the 
schools of the Island and Coast Society. These 
schools are situated in remote and storm-swept 
places right round the west and south coasts 
of Ireland from Donegal to Cork. The Society 
has sent each winter, for more than fifty years, 
bales of warm clothing. Without this help 
numbers of the children would be unable to 
attend either school or church, and their difi- 
culties in contending with the hardships of 
their situation would be indefinitely increased. 
During the early spring of the present year 
1 spent some weeks in localities which the 
Society helps. I can, therefore, speak from ex- 
perietice of the severity of the storms to which 
these coasts are exposed, and also of the great 
need for help of the kind the Society sends. 
The houses nestle as best they may behind 
rocks or in natural hollows; oftén the wonder is 
that life can be sustained in them at all. I 
recall vividly my dstonishment when I was 
shown a seanty cottage standing in five semi- 
barren acres, and was told that a large family 
had been reared there by their mother, a 
widow, and all were flow doing well. This 
experience might be indefinitely repeated: it is 
wonderful the way in which these poor Pro- 
testants ate enabled by such help as is sent to 
educate their children and put them out in life. 
With real gratitude I take this opportunity 
of saying, as has already been said in our 
report, that, notwithstanding the many war 
charities and the pressure of the times, the 
hélp sent last year was even more generous 
than usual. I trust this appeal will meet with 
an equally kind response; never was there a 
time when assistante was More needed. Thea 
gifts of clothing are requested to be «ani to 
the office of the Society, 8 Dawson street, Dub- 
lin, addressed to the Secretary, Miss Gifford.

If ** Inquisstive " wishes to continue his study 
of these faspinating little ereatures, he should 
wait for another. calm, 
cold, & weather, for then the 
temper@ure will’ make a suitable upward 
draught, on which the enterprising young 
spiders will not fail to stretch their lines, and
